You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Kingston 
on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing.

10.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.  and  nine  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  two 
new  radios  for  the  Police  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

11.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.  and  nine  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $500.00  a  year  for  three  consecutive 
years,  a  total  sum  of  $1,500.00,  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  a  pohce 
cruiser. 

12.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.  and  nine  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  put  into  effect  the  Leash  Law,  whereby  dogs  will  be  re- 
strained at  all  times. 

13.  On  petition  of  Dorothy  Champion  and  thirteen  others,  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  estabHsh  a  museum  to  be  known  as  the  Kingston 
Historical  Museum  for  the  specific  purpose  of  procurement,  preserva-

plot  located  immediately  to  the  rear  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  Plot  No.

George  Dietz,  Austin  Kemp,  William  Rent  and  Dwight  Killam,  Jr.  were 
appointed  to  serve  on  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  2  -  It  was  voted  that  Article  2  be  taken  up  after  Article  18 
and  when  Article  2  is  completed  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  until 
April  2,  1969,  at  8  p.m.  in  Town  Hall. 
ARTICLE  3  -  Voted  by  ballot 

ARTICLE  4  -  Voted  that  the  Town  Clerk's  office  be  open  Wednesday 
evening  from  7  to  9  o'clock  p.m.  and  will  be  closed  Wednesday  during 
the  day. 

ARTICLE  5  -  After  remarks  by  Brenda  Gould  and  Carolyn  Christie 
expressing  the  need  of  this  Article,  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1 1,500.00  to  remodel  the  basement  of  Nichols  Memorial 
Library  for  a  children's  room. 

ARTICLE  6  —   It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

The 
Town  now  owns  fifteen  acres;  six  acres  will  be  donated,  making  a 
twenty-one  acre  nucleus  to  start;  the  ultimate  goal  to  be  one  hundred 
acres.  The  suggested  committee  is  J.  Edward  Stevens,  Lawrence  B. 
Cheney  and  Theodore  Magnusson.

The  past  year  has  been  an  exciting  one  for  Nichols  Memorial  Library 
with  plans  developing  for  the  junior  library  becoming  a  reality.  Work  is 
now  all  but  complete  on  this  project  and  there  are  plans  for  an  open 
house  to  be  held  sometime  in  February. 

Every  day  presents  a  new  challenge  and  we  are  striving  to  meet  the 
needs  of  every  student  in  their  school  programs  and  home  reading. 

A  total  of  1221  books  were  borrowed  from  the  bookmobile  and  184 
were  borrowed  by  special  request  from  the  State  Library.

Several  landowners  have  discussed  their  plans  for  subdividing  with 
the  Planning  Board  and  have  done  their  subdividing  in  accordance  with 
existing  Town  ordinances.  The  Planning  Board  appreciates  their  co- 
operation in  these  matters. 

We  presented  a  very  simple  Building  Code  to  the  1969  town  meeting 
but,  unfortunately,  this  was  rejected  by  a  very  small  margin.  An  ordi- 
nance for  the  disposal  of  residential  sewage  is  somewhat  dependent  on 
the  adoption  of  a  building  code.  We  hope  to  present  a  further  modi- 
fied building  code  at  the  next  town  meeting.  A  public  hearing  on  this 
is  scheduled  for  February  1 1th. 

Further  in  the  future  are  plans  for  some  control  by  the  town  over  the 
use  of  land  in  the  town.  We  should  have  had  this  long  ago  for  protec- 
tion of  residents  who  are  interested  in  the  orderly  development  and 
growth  of  Kingston.  Being  located  geographically  where  we  are  a  popu- 
lation growth  is  inevitable  and  some  control  of  this  influx  is  necessary 
for  those  who  already  live  here  and  also  for  those  who  are  coming  in. 
No  one  wants  to  invest  money  in  a  home  unless  he  is  reasonably  cer- 
tain that  the  neighborhood  is  not  going  to  deteriorate. 

The  Planning  Board  urges  the  voters  to  give  all  of  these  subjects  seri- 
ous, thought.

$4,000.00  tp  purchase  hose,  firefighting  devices  and  money  placed  in 
the  Ambulance  Capital  reserve  fund.  All  donations  are  either  used  to 
purchase  equipment  or  are  placed  in  Capital  Reserve  Funds. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  persons  for  donations  of  money,  equipment  and 
services.  Thanks  also  to  all  those  persons  who  made  our  Annual  Carni- 
val a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many  fires.  Care- 
lessness in  burning  trash  and  discarding  smoking  material  and  children 
playing  with  fire  caused  most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's 
job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern 
the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 
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"FIRE  PERMIT 

A  FIRE  PERMIT  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  household 
waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as 
well  as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 
EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime  under  normal 
conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the 
Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property  with  written  per- 
mission of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  War- 
den can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking 
fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in 
public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this 
purpose. 
PENALTIES 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00  fine;  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly  that  shall 
endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before  leav- 
ing it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (I)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland,  maximum 
fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.  Keep  our  town 
free  from  smokes  in  1970.
